LETTER FROM H.E.GUYER, 


Who I» Teaching School In the Philippic 


Illuid*.

Mr E. S. Dtbert, 


Mr DEAB FBIETO: — Yon remember 


the young man you met just as we 
were leaving Pittsbnrg. 


You knew we attended the same 


college. He, Mr. Kepner, and I trav 
eledaU the way to Manila together 
and when there we obtained an ap 
pointment for the same town. So we 
are still together. We did not reach 
our station though until the 1st o: 
October, so we hare not put in many 
months of teaching yet. It will make 
a short year's work for us, as the 
schools close for vacation the last o: 
March. It was a delightful trip we 
had across our great continent, and a 
pleasant one across the great blue 
deep except for the first few days 
which were rough and cold, the wine 
ashing the waves over the deck at a 
merry pace. All but a very few of the 
passengers were seasick during those 
days. Fortunately, I escaped that ex 
perience. 


We sailed on the, 23d of July, and 


having spent three days in Honolulu, 
arrived in Manila bay August 22. 


Then we remained there until the 


alter part of September. 
Many of 


the teachers, however, were sent out 
much sooner, but they were slow in 
getting trarsportation for us. It be- 
came tiresome. We were anxious to 


et to our station and see what we 


were "up against." We found Bura- 
nen a nice, clean town, with wide and 
regular streets, running at right angles, 
The houses are not large and grand, 
but they are neat and nicely put up. 


The town was almost entirely de- 
troyed by a large fire just last March. 
Only a few houses were left in the 
whole town. It was then hurriedly 
milt up so the people would have 
home and shelter. That accounts for 
he smallness of most of the houses. 
'he people, as a town, are rich or at 
east well to do. They have money. 
The reason is obvious. 
The town is 


itnated in the very heart of the great 
hemp fields '-hat produce the famous 
nd 
world 
wide known 
"Manila 


Hemp." It is the greatest hemp dis- 
rict in the world, I guess. 
So from 


bat you will readily conclude that 
we are not in the low and swampy dis- 
ricts such as produce rice, fcr hemp 
oes not grow in such land. No, we 
re high and dry, right in the moun- 
ains it would seem, looking from our 
mdow. 
They are as beautiful mountains as 
have ever seen. 
They skirt the 


hole western horizon and the sun 
inking over them produces the most 
elicate tints I have seen in any sky. 
t is a pleasure of an evening to watch 
he varying hues painted in the clouds 
as the sun sinks behind those moun- 
ains, which seem so near, but in real- 
ty are miles and miles away. 
The rains from these mountains send 
own a fine, clear river of sparkling 
water so pure and fresh that it is a 


lat T>leastire^iisTst8--see-Mt. - Bnt, 


though it comes from the mountains, 
t is always a comfortable temperature 
or bathing in this tropical clime. 
It 


uns so near the town that we can hear 
ts roar from our domicile. 


I must tell you something of our 
chool. The boys and girls do not 
>ix in school in this country as in ours. 


We have at present two different build- 
ngs for the schools. The school build- 
ng was burnt in the big fire and they 
re now erecting a large one for both 
oys and girls, but separate apartments 
ach. Mr. Kepner teaches the girls 
nd I the boys. He has some hundred 
nd sixty or seventy. I have two hun- 
red and fifty-six. 
I have two native teachers, though, 
o assist me. He also has two native 
assistants; his ladies, mine men. 


An hour before school hours are over, 
oth in the morning and in the after- 


oon, I dismiss the school and give my 


assistants an hour's instruction inE^g- 
ish. So they get two hours' instruc- 
ionperday. It is necessary to do that 
or them to be of much service in 
teaching, for they knew no English 


hen we came here. 
I find the boys all eager to learn our 
anguage, and the great majority of 
hem are real bright, and apt in get- 
ing the English, though some few 
etters of the alphabet are difficult for 
hem. 
I must bring this to a close for this 
ime. Hoping you and your family are 
n good health, I am

Cheat the Gallows. But Succumb to 


Bullet Wounds. 


A I D E D BY A WOMAN, 


They Escape From Jail But Are Captured 


After a Bloody Battle-History of 


the Deaperadoea' Crime. 


The careers of two of the most des- 


perate criminals of the century were 
brought to a close Saturday night when 
John and Edward Biddle, of Pittsburg, 
died in the Butler county jail. The 
Biddle brothers, condemned to death 
for murder, on Thursday morning ol 
last week overpowered three guards 
and escaped from the Allegheny county 
jail. 
For desperate nerve and cold- 


blooded brutality this jail-breaking 
bas never been equaled in Pennsylva- 
nia. One guard was flung over a rail- 
ing to a stone floor fifteen feet below. 
Another was shot while strnggling 
with one of the prisoners and then 
beaten until helpless. 
A third was 


driven back at the muzzle of a revolver

Then the two latter were locked In 
ells, t'je murderers took the keys 
from the body of theuti conscious guard 
and went to tbe office, where they 
hanged their clothes. A few moments 
ater they passed through the warden's 
esidenee to the street.

Taken By the Ways and Means 


Committee, 


IT HAS 
RECOMMENDED 


That the War Revenue Tax Bill Be Repeal 


ed—Events Have Proven the Correctness 


of the Democratic Contention. 


Special Correspondence of TBE GAZETTE. 


WASHINGTON, February 4.—The bil 


providing for the establishment of the 
department of commerce and labor has 
been passed by the senate and the 
house has passed a bill providing for a 
permanent census bureau, but the 
most important step taken at the cap- 
itol was the action of the ways and 
means committee determining upon 
the repeal of the war revenue tax bill 
enacted at the time of the Spanish war, 
Representative Claude A. Swanson, of 
Virginia, a prominent member of the 
ways and means committee, made the 
following statement to your corres- 
pondent apropos of the action of the 
committee-: 
/ 


"The Democratic party, at the time 


the Spanish war wss declared, insisted 
th«t the special tax bill would provide 
sufficient revenue without the sale of 
bonds and accordingly the party voted 
against the section authorizing such 
sale. Events have demonstrated tbe 
eirrectness of the Democratic conten- 
tion. The war tax, the Dingley bill 
and tbe sale of bonds have combined 
;o produce a surplus in the treasury 
vhich has proven a serious menace to 
business. 
In fact, financial disaster 


has been prevented only by the pur- 
chase of bonds at a high premium and 
the deposits of vast sums in the na- 
ioial banks of the country, on which, 
of course, the government received no 
nterest. 
Tbe government has paid 


millions of dollars in premiums which 
might have been saved had the Demo- 
cratic policy been pursued. The posi- 
ion of the Republicans is a complete 
•atification of the policy advocated by 
he Democrats at that time. 
'•The D in Derate will vote for the re- 


peal of the war taxes because they re- 
alize that tbe present vast surplus is 


angerous to business interests and to 
he government. 
They would much 


i refer a reform of the entire tax sys- 
em, including tariff and internal rev- 
<-u3 taxes. We believe that food and 
lothing, in a word, the necessities 
urchased by the whole peop'e, are en- 
itled to at least as much reduction as 
,he Republican party is extending to 
unk capita], the sugar trusts, the 
Standard Oil trust, circuses, theatres, 
'Ucket-shops and speculators.

hese are relieved while the extortiou- 
ite rates of the Dingley bill are con- 
inned on all the necessities of the 
eop'.e. 
"The Democrats on this committee 


have insisted 
that all trust-made 


goods, which are so protected by the 
Dingley bill as to enable the trusts '0 
:harge the American consumer double 
>he prices asked abroad, should be al- 
owed to come into the country free. 
This would have destroyed many 
monopolies; but the Republicans would 
not permit it. They are determined 
0 ignore the advice given by Mr, Me- 
Csnley in his Buffalo speech, to re- 
orm the tariff and so enlarge our 
oreign markets.

larty is determined to persist in a 
ioliey which is breeding trusts, which 
1 glaring in its inequalities and which 
s bound to destroy our foreign mark- 
ts. The only possibility of reform

When the re-:ommeadation to abolish 


he war taxes was before the commit- 
tee Francis G. Newlands, of Nevada, 
offered an amendment providing that 


very industrial corporation engaged 
u manufacturing, whose annual re- 
ceipts exceeded 81,000000, should be 
compelled to pay a special tax of one- 
enth of one per cent, on all gross 
eceipts in excess of 31,000,000 per 
annum. The amendment further pro- 
ided that corporations of the above 
magnitude should render, at the close 
of «ach year, a complete statement of 
heir capital and surplus, receipts, ex- 
penses and profits and amount and 
rates of wages paid, the statistics so 
provided to be classified and published 
by the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue. 


The amendment was rejected by a 


party vote, but Mr. Newlands told me 
yesterday that he would offer it again 
when the measure was called up in the 
louse. "The amendment is in com- 
plete accord with President Roosevelt's 
recommendation of publicity for the 
trusts," said Mr. Newlaads "It would 
insure a contribution, from those in- 
dustries which the government is pro 
testing at a rale averaging close to 50 
per cent, of between $5,000,000 and 
510,000,000 a year to the federal ex- 
penses and would insure that publicity 
the president so strongly advocates 
and which is essential before intelli- 
gent legislation can be enacted, either 
lor the control of the trusts or the 
adjustment of the tariff 'ates. If the 
war revenue tax be repealed without 
the adoption of this amendment such 
gigantic monopolies ae tbe sugar trust 
and the Standard Oil trust will be left 
in a position where they contribute 
nothing to the support of the govern- 
ment which deals so bountifully with 
tbem, while tbe necessaries of life will 
be heavily taxed and the burden, from 
which corporate wealth is exempted, 
will fall 
on the poor and midd e 


c'a^ses." 


So severe was the storm of disapprov- 


al which surged about Chairman Payne 
as soon as the action of his committee 
tecame known that, after aconference 
with the speaker, he issued an official 
statement sailing forth that the com- 
mittee had no intention of blocking 
tbe way to Cuban reciprocity by iti 
revenue reduetioi policy, as had been 
charged. 
He protests that the com 


mittee has had no conference inreglrc 
to the Cuban matter and that its action 
was the result of a belief that "our 
own people should be relieved from 
th° burden occasioned by the war be 
fore the needs of foreigners are consid 
ered." 
Little faith is accorded Mr 


Payne's statement, however, even b, 
membfrs of Lis own party

Friday that he was firmly convince: 
of the necessity of affording relief to 
Cuba, ttit nothing bad shaken hi 
conception of the moral obligations o 
the United States and that heproposed 
to use every effort to secure the fulfil 
ment of the pledges made by Mr. Me 
Kinley.

In his annual re- 
port Secretary of 
War Root, while he 
is inclined to take 
an optimistic view 


of the situition in the 
Philippines, 


nevertheless acknowledges that there 
are many difficulties confronting the 
United States. 
As to the outcome of 


the struggle he has no fear, but he 
says of the frequent outbreaks that 
they are "unfortunately to be expect- 
ed." 
It is patent to even the most 


casual observer that this country will 
witness a long period of guerrilla war- 
fare and that a considerable force of 
American troops will have to be kept 
on the islands. 
To-day the Filipinos 


are practically rnled by the keen-edged 
bayonet and the swift bullet and it 
looks as if this method will be in vogue 
for.some time to come. This will mean a 
heavy drain on the federal treasury. 
The Philippines have already cost us 
over $300,000,000 and it is predicted by 
those who are in a position to know 
that before the islanders are conquer- 
ed that amount will be doubled. 


It is hard to see how the annexation 


of this far-away archipelago addi 
strength 
or 
power to the United 


States; but it isn't difficult to under- 
stand what a handicap it is. 
Accord- 


ing to Secretary Root's report, the 
American army was very active the 
put year, although no important or 
decisive battles were fought. 
More 


than 1,000 contacts occurred between 
Uncle Sam's boys in brown and the 
insurgents from May, 1900, to June, 
1901, and there have been many en 
counters since the last date. These 
figures indicate that, on an average 
there have been three engagements 
per day and demonstrate the difficul- 
ties of guerrilla warfare. Up to June 
30 the Filipino losses were: Killed, 
3,854; wounded, 1,193; captured, 6,573; 
surrendered, 33,096. Two hundred and 
forty-five Americans lost their lives; 
490 were wounded; IIS captured and 20 
are missing. A contemporary says that 
"it will be observed that fifteen Fili- 
pinos h»ye bean killed fo- every 
American and this fact gives a vivid 
idea of the inequality of the contest 
The natives are often brave to rash- 
ness, but in the majority of cases they 
are so poorly armed that they are 
»hot down like sheep while trying to 
close in on men who oppose their rude 
knives with magazine rifles." 


Regardless of the size of the army 


that it may be necessary to keep on 
the islands, Secretary Root has de 
cidednpon a principle of rotation in 
that force. He says: "It is the de 
sign of the department not to subjec' 
any of our forces to the effect of a 
tropical climate for a longer perio 
than three years without an inter 
veaing tour of service in a colde: 
climate. With the reorganizsd army 
we are getting into a position where 
this can be accomplished systematic 
ally as a matter of routine." 


This decision is proof positive that thi 


islands are not a congenial or heal thf u 
abiding place for the natives of thi 
country. It gives the much-vanntei 
policy of "American settlement, enter 
prise and advancement" a hard jolt 
The Pittsburg Post declares that th 
islands are merely a sink hole for Amer 
ican soldiers and American money—: 
permanent investment of that charac 
ter.

Bu 
He, being full of compassion, forgave 
heir iniquity and destroyed them not 
rea, many a time turned He His anger 
away and did not stirup all His wrath 
For He remembered that they were

She 
did all she could with us—betrayed 
her husband, deserted her family, all 
to help us out, and we would have

" 'When we saw the officers coming

We knew we

Airs. SolTel's Infatuation. 


C. H. Dietrich, father of Mrs. Soffel, 


who aided the Biddle boys to escape, 
says that he discovered her infatuation 
for the desperadoes several months ago. 
He says : "I repeatedly warned her to 
cease her flirtation from the warden's 
residence. 
I asked her whether she 


was infatuated with Edward Biddle, 
but she never made reply. About two 
weeks ago Ed. Biddle asked me to take 
some poetry he 
had written to my 


daughter, and I agreed. 
I thought 


nothing of it. I brought it home, and 
ou Monday or Tuesday, when Kate was 
here, I gave it to her. I did not look 
at it and when my daughter asked me 
to take some books back to Biddle I 
refused and told her that if she wanted 
to do any bhimg of that kind she must 
get her husband to do it. I would not. 


A knowledge of the plot has been 


gleaned by the disjointed stories told 
by Mrs. Soflel since her capture. She 
says that she acted as she did for the 
Biddies from Christian motives, as she 
thought they were innocent. The fact 
that two such men were to be hanged 
for crimes another had committed, of 
which sha was fully convinced, first 
filled her heart with pity for the men. 
She had no idea of entering into a flir- 
tation with Edward Biddle. She was 
attracted toward him by the desparing, 
dejected countenance every time she 
looked into the cells of the murderers 
She brooded over the iniquity of hang- 
ing the Biddies and felt like relieving 
their lot as much as possible. She first 
began by taking a Bible to the boys. 
E Iward Biddle did not have any idea 
at that time of securing her assistance. 
He merely used his oily tongue, as he 
had always been accustomed to in his 
conversation with the woman, and he

He communicated 
lis hopes to John as soon as the death 
watch was taked off. 
The next morn- 


ng the warden and all the guards no- 
iced how elated the brothers were 
as they took their morning exercise. 
Edward knew that Mrs. Soffel loved 
tim. She had told him so. 
She had 


expressed an opinion that she would 
Lie lor him if it was passible. 
She 


name to the cell fo congratulate them 
on their reprieve the next morning, 
)ringing a basket of fruit. 
It was then Edward reminded her of 
ber former declaration. 
He told her 


t was not necessary for her to die for 
them, but she could aid them in their 
escape, as he had no idea they would 
receive clemency at the hands of the 
pardon board and ultimately they 
would have to hang. 


The Flan of Escape. 


Mre. 
ScfM agreed and the plan was 


unfolded to her. 
She was to furnish 


the necessary saws and revolvers and 
promised that they would not harm any 
of the guards, but merely use the weap- 
ons to overawe them and lock them up, 
and the revolvers would be used to de- 
fend themselves after they were out- 
side. 
Mrs. Soffel wanted to know 


what would become of her. 
This 


stumped Ed , as he had no idea of tak- 
ing the woman along. 
He told her 


that after she had given what aid she 
could she could go back to her bed and 
feign sleep and no one would suspect 
her part in the affair.

They frequently 
sent the guards on errands to different 
parts of the jail so as to get them away 
from the tier of cells. They worked like 
expert mechanics, as the bars were 
sawed clean from the start of the blade 
until cut through. 
Had any of the 


guards accidentally pushed against the 
bars they would have bent, or if a per- 
son had leaned against the bars the 
attempted escape would have been dis- 
covered. 


This seemed to be the sole danger. 


On the night ol the escape it was ar- 
ranged that no effort would be made 
to get away while Mr. Dietrich, Mrs. 
Soffel's father, was on duty, but an 
hour after he was gone the trick was 
to be done. Mrs. Soffel during tbe 
night had bean signaling to the Bid- 
dies from her room. Edward Biddle 
secured a small box of matches from 
Dietrich and 
bdrrowed more from 


Guard Keynolds. 
Dietrich and Mc- 


Garey witnessed this signaling, but 
made no effort to stop it. 
Dietrich 


remarked that he believed the Biddies 
would make an effort to escape. 


The fUsh lights from cell to window 


had been arranged to drug Warden 
Soffel so that he would not be awaken- 
ed by the shots, or any alarm. Other- 
wise his life might have paid the pen- 
alty of wakefn'.nefis. Emerging to tbe 
street, the trio walked down Diamond 
street. 
They passed through Cherry 


alley, between Grant and Smitbfteld 
streets, and crossed the Ninth street 
bridge for Allegheny. 


Biddies' Early Ufo 


John and Edward Biddle began their 


notorious careers at Amherstburg.eigh- 
teen miles from Detroit, Mich. As they 
grew to manhood their zone of activity 
began to spread 
They made many 


excursions to Detroit and soon struck 
up an acquaintance with the police. 


"The Biddle boys," as they were 


known to the police and their cronies, 
began early in life to contribute to the 
police records of the little town where 
they were born and reared to manhood. 
Their father, George Biddle, kept a 
saloon ia Amherstburg and his place 
was a resort for many men who earned 


their livelihood by shady methods. 
Many offthem were, in fact, fugitive! 
and desperadoes who found ready 
refuge in^ thevBic!dle saloon. 


It was in this atmosphere that the 


two* boys, John-* mnd Edward, were 
reared. 
Naturally precocious, their 


early associations with scores of men 
of desperate character gave them a 
sharp taste for thslifeof a criminal. As 
mere,boys they stood'behind the dingy 
bar and assisted their father to deal 
out'drinks o hie questionable custom- 
ers. Tbe boys were apt scholars Even 
before they could see over the top of 
the saloon bar they were the cronies 
of such men as gave the. police the most^ 
trouble. 


They had not reached their teens 


when they began carrying arms and 
never were they without instructions 
as to tie use of pistols and knives. 
Their instructors tcok pride in si owir g 
them how to "get the drop" on an ad- 
versary. The two boys soon learned un- 
der this tutelage to be excellent shots 
with a revolver and they could stick a 
knife in a wall at ten paces every time. 


This, then, was the early training 


that John and Edward Biddle receipt d- 
They were fine looking boys and, how- 
ever unruly, their father was proud of 
them. He was wont to boast that 
Jack and Ed. could take care of them- 
selves in any company. The boys got 
little schooling outside of the falcon. 
Within its environment they grew to 
manhood. 


While they were still boys their 


father died and the saloon was taker 
in charge by Benjamin McQuade, a 
brother of their mother. They passed 
under his direction just as did the 
saloon, and their education in crime 
went on without interruption. 


Long before t ley had reached their 


majority "the Biddle toys" began to

They proudly 


boasted that they would never be ar 
rested and the policeman who did it 
continue to live. They made no at- 
tempt to conceal the fact that they 
always went "heeled," and, indeed, as 
boys of fifteen or sixteen, they had in- 
spired the police of Amherstburg 
with a feeling of fear. 


When they paid their first visit to 


Detroit without the company of some 
other member of the family they were 
about 17 or 18 years old. Here they 
met many of their old bar-room asso- 
ciates, and this brought about other 
visits from time to time. 
The police 


of Detroit were finally led to suspect 
that these mere striplings knew much 
about the robberies that were of fre- 
quent occurrence in and about tbe 
aity, but they never succeeded in get- 
ting direct evidence against them. 
The boys 
would remain 
for sev- 


eral days, frequenting questionable 
resorts about the city, always in the 
company of men whose names fi led 
pages of police records, but rarely, if 
ever, drinking. 
This one vice they 


seemed to escape. 


which are social rather than political 
Mr. Johnson's ideas are very pro- 
nounced—to some minds dangerous. 
Upon his accession to office he found 
the city workhouse, to which are com- 
mitted all persons guilty of misde- 
meanors or petty offenses, filled with 
persons who had been committed be- 
cause of the non-payment of fines. 
Many ot these were first offenders. 
Others were detained from thirty to 
sixty days while working out their 
sentences. Mr. Johnson termed th:s 
imprisonment for debt a punishment 
for being poor. While the well-to-do 
were able to pay their fines and go free, 
a man who was merely a suspicious 
character, or who had been arrestd for 
intoxication or some other minor of- 
fense, was separated from his family 
and kept in durance for a long time, 
with the strong probability that upon 
his release he would be less able to tup- 
port himself and much more dangerous 
to society than at the time of his 
arrest. Since then tlere has been what 
many people consider a wholesale jail 
delivery. Great numbers of men and 
women (more than 300) have been re- 
leased after an investigation of their of- 
fenses, and less than twenty, a compar- 
atively small percentage, have been re- 
committed, thus demonstrating that 
they were detained not because they 
were inherently vicious, but rather be- 
cause of misfortune. A like liberal spirit 
has characterized bis administration of 
the park system. Several play grounds 
have been established in the most 
thickly congested portions of the city, 
while in the parks themselves golf, 
baseball, tennis and all sorts of manly 
sports have been encouraged. "Keep- 
off-the-grass" signs have been abolish- 
ed and tbe children have the fullest 
and freest access to the turf. The 
idea of public baths has received his 
endorsement as well as the extension 
of the small park idea into the crowded

I don't profess to 
know much about Egyptology, but 1 do 
know a well dressed unan when I see 
him. 


"Mind, 1 don't say that ail of the 


men of those four cities are better 
dressed than all of the men of New 
York, but I do maintain and say any 
Impartial man who knows the four 
towns mentioned as they are now will 
uphold me in maintaining that in ratio 
to their respective populations the raen 
of Denver. San Fraivisco, Chicago and 
Washington 
are very 
much better 


dressed than are the men of New York. 
Of course this has been the case only 
In very recent years. New York was 
until, say, five years ago away ahead 
of all its rivals as a city of the best 
dressed men. At that time if you want- 
ed to see hundreds of perfectly dress- 
ed and perfectly groomed men engag- 
ed in doing business all you had to do 
•was to take an elevated train up town 
in the neighborhood of 10 o'clock in the 
morning and watcu the men. young, 
middle aged and old. who boarded the 
train for the down town financial dis- 
trict. 


"Of course you'll still see slews of 


thoroughly got r;i men down in the 
financial district i.f New York, but not 
so many by 73 per cent as formerly. 
On show occasions, siicb as Easter 
Sunday afternoon. New York will still 
turn out a finely clad batch of men. but 
I'm not talking about show occasions 
now. I'm talking about men who are 
well clad year in and year out. and it 
Is in this respect that New York has 
fallen into the 'also ran' list. 


"When you meet up town in New 


York a genuinely swagger man—not a 
flashily dressed man. but one who is 
thoroughly and properly rigged out 
from his bat to his shoes—you are lia- 
ble to turn around to get a rear view 
of him, and then the fact is liable to 
tie slowly borne in upon you that he is 
some member of a theatrical profes- 
sion whom you have seen upon the 
stage. There are still plenty of flashi- 
ly dressed men circulating around New 
York, but a flashily dressed man never 
will be a well dressed man 


"The reason why the men of Denver 


•re such a well dressed lot isn't entire- 
ly clear to me. It can't be especially 
because there are so many well off men 
In that town, because there are myri- 
ads of well off men in New York. 
Maybe it is because, in proportion to 
the population, there are probably 
more men with large Incomes in Den- 
ver than in any city on the continent 
not excepting Helena, that used to 
bear that distinction. 
You scarcely 


ever see a badly dressed or an over- 
dressed man in Denver. Shabby men 
there are in plenty, of course, but 1 
don't call a shabby man a badly dress- 
ed man. A badly dressed man is one 
•who, v.-hile having plenty of means to 
equip himself with a good make up, 
hasn't the taste to do it and therefore 
makes his appearance as a slouch— 
that's the word for it—slouch. A shab- 
by man is simply a man who is on his 
nppers and makes no pretensions. 


"The clerks and other men of very 


moderate incomes in Denver, men who 
can't afford to 'keep in the push' as far 
as correct dressing SOPS, don't make 
any effort whatever to tog themselves 
out In cheap, dismal imitation of the 
men with plenty of money; but, like 
the young woman in the song, 'they al- 
ways dress in black.' 
The business 


men who run plants of their own. how- 
ever, seem to paj just as much atten- 
tion to the job of getting themselves 
ready for business on weekday morn- 
Ings as they do to the task of arraying 
themselves 
for social functions or 


evening appearances. 


"Easterners who have gone out to 


.the coast have often commented upon 
•the swellness of the average well fixed 
San Francisco man in the matter of 
.clothes. The San Francisco man with 
an income certainly gets himself up 
'proper.' as we say. and he's got the 
right kind of a make ap for every oc- 
casion. Take the race tracks around 
San Francisco, for example. 
Every 


man who goes to the races out there 
goes in a regular racing rig. from pad- 
dock coat to fieldglass and from the 
top of his Bat crowned derby to the 
soles of bis 'downs' boots, and so do 
the Frisco women, for the matter of 
that 
Another thing. I'll venture to 


assert that nine out of ten men in San 
Francisco whose incomes are §2.000 a 
year or over rig out In evening clothes 
every night in the year, summer in- 
eluded. 
A great many more men of 


moderate Incomes in Washington don 
evening clothes than men of similar in- 
comes In New York. 
The men 


Washington dress with singular neat- 
ness, many with notable elegance. The 
excellence of the Washington average, 
I suppose. Is to be accounted for by the 
absence of a large laboring class here."

N'o man made 
device for measuring water pressure 
equals that of the fish, whose sides all 
strung with nerves register the water 
pressure correctly every time and in- 
form his tisliship just how much he 
can stand and when to move up or 
down.

LIMITS OF SEED VITALITY. 


to Trntli In S4orie» or Germination 


Alter ThonMiuitlH of Year*. 


"The statement is frequently made 


In the popular press," said Professor 
L. H. Pummel, government botanist, 
"that seeds have retained their vitality 
for a long time. Thus it is staled thai 
wheat under some conditions has pre- 
ierved its vitality for 30 or 1UU years. 
It has frequently been stated thai 
wheat taken 
from 
Egyptian 
monu- 


ments germinated, but in inn a siugh' 
case Is this germination authenticated. 
Not a single giain tnki-n frtini an an 
clent Egyptian siiicophiigu-. and sown 
by various persons liab ever been 
known to germinate, and Hie condi- 
tions for preserving the seed in these 
Egyptian monuments are belter than 
in the soil. They are protected from the 
air and variations of temperature. The 
experiment which lias been most talk- 
ed of is that of the Count ot Sternberg 
at Prague. lie had received the grains 
from a trustworthy traveler, who told 
him that they weie taken from a 
sarcophagus. 
It is said thai two of 


these seeds germinated, but it is a well 
known Fact that impostures are per- 
petrated by the people who dispose of 
these seeds. 
In some cases Ibey have 


even stripped corn or maize into these 
sarcophagi 


"Many experiments have been made, 


not only in this country, but m Europe, 
to determine the vitality of various 
grain seeds. Thus, barley retains its 
vitality better than any other cereal, 
and this is said to retain its vitality 
from eight to ten years. 
In the case 


of wheat 1)0 to 100 per cent germinates 
in from one to four years; in five to 
seven years. S5 to i>7 per cent. In the 
case of rye the percentage ot germina- 
tion in five years dropped to 55 per 
cent; in seven years. 30 per cent; nine 
years, 13 per cent. In the case of corn. 
I made some experiments a few years 
ago to determine the vitality aud found 
that corn which was kept in tightly 
closed vessels at the age of 2U years 
had lost all its power of germination. 
Experiments also indicate that corn 
kept even a few years became largely 
deteriorated and lost much of Its pow- 
er of germination. Even grass seeds 
which have been buried at some depth 
In the soil and in vessels tightly sealed 
failed to germinate after a dozen or 
15 years."—Chicago Chronicle.

She herself never complained of this, 
but the result was that she contracted 
a severe cold, and her father, an auc 
tioneer at Oxford, wrote to Millais, 
threatening him with an action of £50 
damages for bis carelessness. 
Millais 


paid the doctor's bill, and Miss Bid 
dal, quickly recovering, was none the 
worse for her cold bath.—Life of Sir 
John Millais.

Tunds without paying a single cent of

tary received a share of the swag or 
whether in the goodness of his heart 
he permitted the Standard Oil company 
to keep it all in order to assist a strug • 
gling infant industry. No wonder he 
grew furious in Philadelphia recently 
when some one made mention of the 
New York transaction in his presence.

The Persians wore wigs. Xenophon 


relates that little Cyrus, when he visit- 
ed Astyages, bis grandfather, whose 
eyes were framed in blue paint and 
who wore an enortnout wig, threw 
himself on his knees aud cried, "Oh. 
mother, what a beautiful grandfather 
I have!" Aglais, a maid of honor, was 
so struck by the appearance of the old 
gentleman that she remained with As- 
tyages as a slave. 


The Phrjenlcian women, who were 


proud of their hair, having been or 
dered by their priests to offer it up on 
the altars dedicated to Venus after the 
death of Adonis, obeyed, but with mur 
muring. Soon after they were consoled 
by a Greek inerchant. who told them 
that he would glva them the means of 
hiding their bald pates under luxurious 
curls. In his chariot he had hundreds 
of wigs of all colors. 


Wigs were in vogue In Borne toward 


the end of the republic and so well 
made that, snvs Ovid, "no man could 
know If his wife bad any hair at all he 
fore she had given him an opoortunity 
of seizing her by the tresses." 


Teutonic peasants were tbe provid 


era of blond hair for rich Roman prin 
cesses, who loved tbe contrast of its 
flaxen hue with their blnck eyes. They 
even had morning wigs, small and 
tightly curled, of any color, and they 
kept the beautiful fair ones to receive 
their admirers at night. Messalina had 
150 wigs to disguise herself.—Cincin- 
nati Commercial Tribune.

They may not have no- 
ticed the small "S" or "CO" beneath 
the eagle or under the wreath, and 
showing that the piece was coined at 
San Francisco or Carson City, or If it 
bears an "0" at New Orleans. And 
they may or may not know that If it 
has no mint mark It comes from the 
"mother mint" at Philadelphia. But 
the mint mark collector will see these 
little letters In an instant and is very 
apt to know lust how many dimes, 
quarters, dollars or half dollars were 
turned out at any of the mints during 
any year since 1794.—Minneapolis Jour-
